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EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


POPULATION. 

The  instructions  of  the  Registrar-General  have  been  followed  in  estimating 
the  population  for  the  year  1916.  It  is  therefore  deemed  to  have  remained 
stationary  during  the  past  year,  viz. : 41,000.  I imagine  this  to  be  a fairly 
accurate  estimate.

BIRTHS. 

The  births  numbered  698,  as  against  784  in  1915,  and  966  the  average  of 
the  preceding  ten  years.  The  corresponding  rates  are  respectively  17  0,  19T, 
and  23  2.  By  an  extraordinary  coincidence  the  number  of  male  and  female 
births  is,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  exactly  equal. 

There  were  36  still  births,  a percentage  of  5T  to  the  total  live  births ; 20 
were  males  and  16  females. 

The  number  of  births  registered  at  the  Greffe  Office  as  illegitimate  was  30, 
a rate  of  4'3  per  cent.  If  these  figures  be  accurate,  no  such  births  took  place 
during  the  year  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Saviour,  St.  Pierre-du-Bois,  Torteval, 
St.  Martin,  and  St.  Andrew. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  536,  a rate  of  13  per  1,000.  This  is  09  lower 
than  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten  years.  The  table  of  percentages  of  deaths 
at  the  various  age  periods  is  both  interesting  and  satisfactory,  as  it  will  be 
noticed  that  there  is  a great  fall  of  late  years  in  the  percentage  of  deaths  at  the 
earlier  age  periods,  and  the  corresponding  increase  in  the  percentage  at  the 
later  age  periods.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  a large  proportion  of  our 
adult  males  are  serving  their  country  on  the  field  of  honour,  and  so  many  of 
them  have  died  in  the  noblest  manner  that  is  given  to  mortal  men.  How 
different  is  the  death  rate  amongst  them  now  to  that  of  times  of  peace!  No 
record  of  the  number  of  these  deaths  has  been  received  from  the  Registrar 
General.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  62  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  in  1916.  The  rate 
per  1,000  births  is  therefore  88'9  and  that  for  the  previous  ten  years  126'3. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  measles  or  epidemic  enteritis,  but  six  were  registered 
as  being  due  to  whooping  cough. 
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When  dealing  with  parishes  of  the  island  where  the  population  is  small,  it 
is  better  to  compare  the  various  rates  for  a series  of  years,  and  I have  therefore 
given  the  averages  for  15  years.

In  the  Castel  there  were  10  deaths  with  42  births,  a rate  per  1,000  of  238  ! 
Of  these  deaths  two  were  registered  as  Debility  at  Birth,  two  as  Marasmus,  one 
as  Premature  Birth,  one  as  Meningitis,  one  as  Bronchitis,  two  as  Broncho 
Pneumonia,  and  one  as  Gastric  Enteritis. 

Investigations  were  made  in  St.  Peter-in-the-Wood  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
cause  of  the  high  death  rates  prevailing  there.  Above  all  other  contributory 
causes  the  absence  of  breast  feeding  seemed  to  be  the  chief.  With  the  low 
wages  that  obtain  in  this  part  of  the  island,  it  is  impossible  to  find  enough  milk 
to  bring  up  babies  if  they  are  not  nurtured  by  their  mothers.  One  old  farmer 
told  me  that  breast  feeding  had  gone  “ out  of  fashion,”  and  his  granddaughter 
corroborated  his  statement.  This  is  a trite  and  concise  statement  of  fact,  but  it 
is  useless  to  ignore  the  fact  that  it  will  be  a very  difficult  matter  to  bring  it  into 
fashion  again. 

The  Board  of  Health  advised  the  formation  of  an  Infant  Health  Association 
for  this  parish,  and  indeed  they  would  welcome  the  formation  of  one  in  each 
parish.  There  are  now  four  parishes  served  by  these  beneficent  associations 
which  are  doing  excellent  work.  During  the  year  an  effort  was  made  by  the 
Board  of  Health  to  start  a “ Mothers’  Clinic  ; ” an  afternoon  a week  was  to  be 
set  aside  for  the  purpose  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  spite  of  this 
being  advertised,  no  one  attended.  This  was  a disappointing  result,  but  is  a 
striking  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Associations  already  mentioned,  and  a closer 
co-operation  with  them  in  the  future  would  be  a wise  measure.  As  the  strain  of 
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war  is  more  and  more  felt,  it  is  necessary  to  repeat  again  and  again  that  there  is 
no  substitute  which  is  as  good  as  the  mother’s  breast  in  the  bringing  up  of 
children,  and  there  never  will  be. 


MARRIAGES. 

There  were  276  marriages,  of  which  178  took  place  in  Church  of  England 
Churches,  16  in  Roman  Catholic,  36  in  Nonconformist,  and  46  at  the  Greffe 
Office. 

The  rate  for  1916  is  13'4. 

In  1915  there  were  303  marriages,  a higher  number  than  for  many  years 
past.  The  average  number  for  the  past  seven  years  was  289. 

KING  EDWARD  SANATORIUM. 

During  the  year  87  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Board  of  Health,  only  two 
of  which  were  not  isolated  at  the  Sanatorium,  and  both  of  which  were  fatal 
cases,  one  dying  from  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  and  one  from  Infantile  Paralysis. 

There  were  five  deaths  at  the  Sanatorium,  four  from  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever 
and  one  from  Infantile  Paralysis.  The  cases  treated,  though  comparatively  small 
in  number,  were  of  very  diverse  character,  as  any  case  of  doubtful  nature, 
particularly  if  occurring  amongst  the  garrison,  was  at  once  admitted. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  cases  : — Scarlet  Fever,  49 ; Diphtheria,  6 ; 
Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  6 ; Contacts  ditto,  2 ; Infantile  Paralysis,  2 ; Tonsillitis, 
10  ; Phthisis,  5 ; Rotheln,  3 ; Measles,  1 ; Erysipelas,  1. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  call  for  no  special  comment.  For 
the  second  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  Typhoid  or  Tara  Typhoid  fever  have 
occurred,  a fact  upon  which  we  may  legitimately  pride  ourselves. 

Seven  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  reported,  of  which  unfortunately 
five  died,  but  nearly  all  were  admitted  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  sickness. 
Two  contacts  Avho  were  carriers  did  not  develop  the  sickness  themselves,  nor  did 
they  convey  it  to  others.  Three  cases  of  Rotheln  and  one  of  Measles,  the  latter 
an  officer  who  contracted  it  when  on  leave  in  England  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  were  isolated.  Three  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  recorded,  all  occurring 
under  filthy  and  verminous  surroundings.  The  ten  cases  of  Tonsillitis  were 
suspected  to  be  suffering  from  either  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Forty-five  deaths  occurred,  of  which  30  were  due  to  Pulmonary  Phthisis. 
The  rates  are  therefore  respectively  IT  and  073  per  1,000,  and  are  low  ones 
even  for  Guernsey. 

SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  I paid  203  visits  to  the  various  schools  of  the  Island  and 
saw  every  case  that  was  reported  to  me  as  being  suspicious  of  any  infectious 
sickness.  It  was  not  necessary  to  recommend  the  closure  of  any  school  or  class. 


During  the  year  the  following  are  some  of  the  most  important  points  which 
have  been  considered  by  the  Board  of  Health : — 

A proposal  to  insure  the  Sanatorium  buildings  against  damage  from 
air-craft  or  bombardment  Avas  considered  but  not  adopted  by  the  Board. 

The  control  of  the  Thalassol  plant  was  transferred  from  the  Supervisor  to 
the  Board  of  Health.  3,G40  gallons  of  this  disinfectant  were  manufactured  in 
1916.  By  the  decision  of  the  States  the  supply  of  it  to  the  public  was  free  to 
anyone  fetching  it  from  the  store  at  the  Careening  Hard. 

An  Ordinance  similar  to  the  Early  Notification  of  Births  Act  of  England 
was  passed  in  November.  Under  its  provisions  every  birth  including  still-born 
children  has  to  be  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  within  thirty-six 
hours  of  the  occurrence.  A useful  little  pamphlet,  entitled  “ Hints  to  Mothers,” 
is  at  once  forwarded  to  the  mother  upon  receipt  of  notification. 

Anterior  Polio  Myelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  was  added  to  the  list  of 
Notifiable  Diseases. 


The  Ordinance  relating  to  Secret  Diseases  came  up  for  discussion  at  the 
Court  of  Chief  Pleas  after  Michaelmas.  Its  renewal  was  vigorously  opposed 
by  a number  of  well-meaning  enthusiasts,  who  did  not  realize  that  conditions  in 
Guernsey  were  very  different  to  those  prevailing  in  England  and  Continental 
countries. 

Those  of  us  who  had  had  practical  experience  of  the  working  of  the  Act 
here  were  fortunately  able  to  convince  the  Court  of  the  satisfactory  results  of  its 
operation,  and  it  was  therefore  renewed. 

I feel  most  strongly  that  this  Ordinance  should  be  reckoned  as  a founda- 
tion only  in  dealing  with  these  diseases,  which  are  such  a terrible  scourge  to  the 
human  race.  In  all  probability  they  indirectly  cause  more  deaths  and  bodily 
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incapacity,  as  well  as  sterility  and  insanity,  than  any  other  disease.  This  sinister 
and  startling  fact  has  lately  for  the  first  time  been  proclaimed,  although  it  has 
long  been  realized  by  the  medical  profession.  No  efforts  and  money  should 
therefore  be  spared  to  lessen  their  ravages. 

Free  treatment  and  the  provision  of  the  expensive  drugs  necessary  should 
be  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  community  for  sufferers  of  venereal  diseases 
of  all  classes,  and  every  encouragement  should  be  offered  in  order  that  people 
may  avail  themselves  of  it. 

Treatment  of  affected  persons  should  be  undertaken  by  qualified  doctors 
only,  under  penalty  of  a heavy  fine.  Advertisements  and  circulars  of  remedies 
for  these  diseases  should  be  rigorously  prevented.  It  should  be  made  a penal 
offence  for  any  person  to  knowingly  transmit  such  a disease  to  another. 

This  may  seem  an  ambitious  programme,  but  it  has  already  made  a partial 
but  successful  start  in  England,  and  no  one  should  forget  that  very  large 
numbers  of  innocent  persons  and  children  suffer  as  the  result  of  these  horrible 
diseases. 


A useful  Ordinance  has  been  passed  ordering,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Crown 
Officers  upon  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  removal  of  any 
dead  body  to  a mortuary,  which  may  be  a danger  to  the  public  health.  Power 
is  also  given  to  order  the  burial  at  any  time  which  may  be  considered  necessary, 
and  to  prohibit  the  taking  of  the  body  into  any  religious  or  other  building. 
Such  powers  will  in  some  instances  have  a great  effect  in  preventing  illnesses 
of  many  kinds,  and  the  want  of  them  has  often  been  felt  in  the  past. 


The  question  of  the  right  of  entry  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Sanitary  Inspector,  which  has  on  several  occasions  been  before  the  States,  was 
again  considered,  with  the  result  that  the  following  conclusion  was  arrived  at 
and  embodied  in  an  Ordinance. 

“ The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall,  when  requested  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  visit  and  examine  any  premises  in  Avhich  any  nuisance  is  suspected  to 
exist.  He  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Health,  who  shall  report  to  the  Con- 
stables of  the  Parish  concerned.”  No  such  power  is  given  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Such  an  involved  procedure,  with  its  attendant  delays,  is  not  likely 
to  be  of  much  practical  advantage,  but  it  is  better  than  nothing. 
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The  most  valuable  innovation  of  the  year  has  been  the  provision  of  dinners 
for  necessitous  children  attending  the  Primary  Schools  in  several,  but  unfortu- 
nately not  all  the  parishes.  Very  many  children  without  these  dinners  provided 
by  kindly  helpers  would  have  suffered  terribly  during  the  long  and  exceptionally 
trying  winter. 

School  teachers  are  unanimous  in  stating  that  the  children  benefitted,  not 
only  bodily  but  mentally,  by  these  meals,  and  the  teachers  took  the  greatest 
interest  in  the  scheme. 

I sincerely  hope  that  these  dinners  will  be  continued,  not  only  for  the 
period  of  the  war,  but  after  it  also,  so  that  there  may  be  few,  if  any,  ill-nourished 
children  here  in  the  future.  The  Children’s  Act  should  enable  us  to  deal  with 
those  parents  who  can,  but  will  not,  look  after  their  children  properly. 

In  present  circumstances  I have  endeavoured  to  deal  with  essential  points 
only,  and  keep  my  report  as  brief  as  possible.
